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Superintendent says Elba Schools 


start year with enrollment increase

The Elba City School Board received an 
attendance update Tuesday, Aug. 21, at its 
monthly meeting, and the news was positive. 

According to Superintendent Chris 
Moseley, total enrollment is up 45 from the 
same period last year. The increase is evi- 
dent in both the elementary and the high 


school numbers. 


The elementary school has an enrollment 
of 313, compared to 285 last year while the 
high school enrollment is up to 298 from 


281 last year. 


Local enrollment had been gradually 
dropping for a number of years. That is 
coupled with the larger reduction in stu- 
dents following each several seasons of 
homeowners being flooded out by heavy 
rains and overflowing streams. 

The board set September 13¢2 as the date 
for public reviews of the school budget for 
the coming fiscal year. 


Moseley announced the school is expect- 


ing an accreditation review in January of 
2019. He also updated board members on 
the 3-year lease agreement with Head Start 


and with OCAP.

Football is in the air . . . Alabama on top of the preseason 
polls in the college ranks — again. Hard core football fans 
from back in the 1960’s already liked the Green Bay 
Packer’s coach Vince Lombardi, he was tough and his 
teams won. Then after the Packers won the 1967 National 
Football Championship, someone, probably an enterpris- 
ing young reporter who couldn’t think of any other ques- 
tion, asked him how it felt to have the best football team 
in the world. Vince said, “I don’t know. We haven’t played 
Alabama.” Every Alabama fan in the world lovingly 
included the NFL championship coach in their daily 
prayers for several months after that exchange — in the 
same breath with their regular prayer thanking God for 
Bear Bryant. 


The Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC) has officially 
opposed an Alabama Medicaid Agency plan to impose 
work requirements on (some) Medicaid recipients. Their 
position is that it is illegal to impose such requirements. 
Well, illegal is hard for us to grasp. True, many folks on 
Medicaid simply can’t work, for various reasons, and 
helping them is the American, and Christian, thing to do. 
However, many can do regular or limited jobs and we see 
no harm in well . . . allowing them to be a part of furnish- 
ing their very existence. Our thought is that if we were the 
one needing the help there would be a feeling of being 
worthwhile with any job, from sweeping the floor to 
reprogramming the computers. 


We sadly write about the apparent suicide of a recent 
Auburn graduate who spent a delightful summer in Elba, 
as part of the University’s Living Democracy program. 
Twenty-four year old Maranda (or Randy) Whitten was a 
bubbly and very likable person. She disappeared on a 
kayaking trip. Her body was later found in the Georgia 
lake and the sheriff said it appeared to be a suicide. Her 
participation in activities in Elba that summer left a mark 
on the community and the folks she worked with, includ- 
ing the Giving Garden and a group of Elba High School 
students in the Interact Club, Pea River Outdoors along 
with other Restoration 154 projects. This is another case 
of the majority of us being completely unaware of what is 
going on in the mind of those around us. While many of 
us are extremely happy, others are fighting demons, but 
masking it with their positive influence on those around 
them. Some of the latter, like this vibrant young lady, lose 
the battle. 


The Elba Schools are registering an increase in enrollment 
from this time last year. After years of our economic 
downturn and corresponding population loss, things may 
be looking up for the schools — and the community. 


We are not surprised that the company offering the plans 
for making those untraceable 3D guns is still offering 
them, in spite of court rulings baning the plans being 
offered “on line”. The Texas man was quoted this week 
voicing the opinion that selling them is not a violation of 
the judge’s ruling that he could not offer them online. 
Ironically that is probably true, but still we don’t think it 
is the right thing to do for the ‘good’ of society.

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Elba City Council approves building a dog park

The Elba City Council 
gave final approval 
Monday evening, Aug. 27, 
for plans to build a dog 
park on city property near 
Tiger Town Park. 

The new fenced park, 
designed and reserved just 
for the four legged critters, 
is estimated to cost 
$16.228, according to 
Recreation Director Greg 
Hanchey. The fencing for 
the facility will be the most 
costly portion at $7,103. 

The park will be divided 
into two sections, one for 
larger dogs and the other 
for the small dogs. The 
small dog area will be 60 ft 
X 100 ft while the larger 
dogs will have a run that is 
60 ft X 150 ft. Each section 
will have a covered shelter 
for pet owners and access 
to a common commercial 
style pet water fountain 
area. 

Other items itemized in 
the cost presentation to the 
council were two benches, 
four clean up stations, sig- 
nage, concrete pads and an

The council also heard a 
positive report from Police 
Chief Leslie Hussey. The 
chief introduced two new 
police officers, one of 
whom was on his first day 
with Elba. 

He also reported that 
business had been fairly 
routine but that investiga- 
tors had cleared several 
older cases that had been 
pending with the depart- 
ment. 

Hussey said he would be 
announcing several promo- 
tions within the department 
in the next few weeks and 
would keep city officials 
abreast of that as it pro- 
gresses. 

The council members 
discussed a state approved 
one-time bonus for retirees 
but made no decision at this 
meeting. It was noted that 
two members were absent 
and they would wait until 
all were present before con- 
sidering the matter. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
told the council members 
this one time bonus would 
cost the city $9,752 for the

18 retired employees. 
Water and Electric employ- 
ees would be covered by W 
& E funds, if that board 
approves the bonus, 
Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe reported that 
Beaver Dam Street has 
been repaired and work is 
underway to repair a major 
washout at the Pea River 
boat ramp. She explained 
that concrete remains from 
removing the old Sonic 
building will be used to 
repair this washout, saving 
the City considerable dis- 


posal fees. 
A review of the monthly 
financial statement by 


Mayor Murdock indicted 
that salaries are up. He con- 
tinued to explain the city is 
close to budgeted figures in 
most areas, in both income 
and expenses. 


General Fund income 
including Sales tax and 
business licenses were up 
slightly from last year but 
overall income to the city is 
down $18,731 from last 
year. 

The reports show the city 
has completed paying off 
the main garbage truck, 
leaving only two bond 
issues with claims against 
the General Fund. These 
two are a USDA 2000 
sewer bond and a 2013 
General Operational 
Expense Bond issue. 

The city is moving for- 
ward with a major sewer 
rebuilding with a another 
large grant and loan from 
USDA. Actual construction 
work is expected to get 
underway with that project 
in 2019.

**#* The Elba Tigers let every single player in pads get 
in the action Friday night as they rolled to a big 35-21 win 
over Wicksburg, in preseason action. The Elba varsity 
played the opening two quarters and looked good on both 
offense and defense in rolling to a 21-7 halftime advan- 
tage.

The Gamecocks were expected to field 
one of their best teams ever thanks to the addition of a cou- 
ple of players from Enterprise, but simply ran into a buzz 
saw and made some key mistakes that gave Providence 
two scores and put the game out of reach early. Now that 
the players and coaches at New Brockton have a game 
under their belts look for a much improved team to hit the 
field this week when they host their home opener. 

Zion Chapel hosted 3A Houston Academy and was sim- 
ply outmanned as the Rebels lost a preseason game. The

Tigers travel to Opp 
Everybody is in action this week as high 


school football season kicks off statewide 


The high school football 
season will kick off Friday 
night for four area teams as 
Elba, Kinston, Zion Chapel 
and Brantley all look to 
open their seasons with a 
win, while New Brockton 
looks to bounce back fol- 
lowing a tough opening 
loss on the road. 

Following are previews 
of this week’s action: 


Elba at Opp 
The Elba Tigers will 


travel to Opp’s Channel- 
Lee Stadium on Friday 
night as they tangle with 
the Opp Bobcats in the 
83rd renewal of the long 
gridiron series. 

Elba has won 9 of the 
last 13 games in the series, 
including a 30-18 win a 
year ago, but has split the 
last four contests and trails 
the overall series with a 38- 
44 record. 

The Tigers won a total of 
53 games and made two 
trips to the state champi- 
onship game as a 2A power 
over the past five years, but 
this season will be compet- 
ing in Class 1A, while the 
Bobcats stumbled to a 4-6 
tecord last season after 
rolling to 26 total wins the 
previous three seasons. 

“Opp has got a really 
good football team and is 
very well coached, and we 
expect a four-quarter battle 
Friday night,” said Elba’s 
Coach Pate Harrison. “The 
Opp coaches were at the 
game last week and will no 
doubt put in a plan to stop 
what we want to do on 
offense and have a few 
wrinkles to take advantage 
of some things they saw us 
do on defense. We have 
watched the tape of the 
spring game and basically 
think we know something 
about their base sets and 
their personnel. However, 
there will be things they do 
on both sides of the ball 
that we aren’t ready for and 
we will have to make 
adjustments on the fly to be 
successful. On offense we 
will need to be able to 
move the chains and not 
depend on big plays to get 


into the endzone. It is excit- 
ing to watch long runs and 
long pass completions for 
touchdowns, but three ten- 
yard completions count just 
as much as one completion 
for thirty yards, and our 
goal will be to find the 
open receiver and complete 
the pass. We feel good 
about our running game 
and believe we can have 
success running the ball, 
but need to find out what it 
is like to grind it out. I was 
a little disappointed in our 
conditioning last week and 
thought our tanks reached 
empty too quickly. So, that 
too will be a challenge this 
week against a big and 
physical opponent. Our 
defense will need to get to 
the ball and make plays to 
stop Opp. We expect Opp 
to use multiple formations 
and get the ball in the hands 
of their playmakers, and we 
will have to adjust and not 
give up any big plays that 
could lead to easy scores. 
We all now we have a real 
battle ahead of us this week 
and are looking forward to 
the challenge to lean more 
about our team.” 

“We did some good 
things and some not so 
good things last week in the 
preseason game against 
Wicksburg,” continued 
Harrison. “I felt like the 
line held its own on both 
sides of the ball against a 
physical opponent and real- 
ly played hard, and even 
though we had a couple of 
turnovers, the offense got 
after it and more than held 
its own. We will work on 
eliminating the turnovers, 
getting the right players in 
the game at the right time, 
and being physical up 
front. It was a good game 
because at the end we had 
more points on the score- 
board than our opponent, w 
didn’t get anyone hurt and 
everyone got the chance to 
play. It was a good start, 
but it was just a start, and 
we have a long way to go 
and a lot of improvements 
to make if we hope to be a 
winning football team.”

Stadium. 

The meeting will be the 
37th all-time in the rivalry, 
with Samson holding a

Kinston will enter the 
season under the direction 
of its third different head 
coach in the last three sea- 
sons, while Samson will 
enter the game with an 0-1 
record after a loss last week 
to Geneva County 41-33 in 
the debut of new head 
coach Jason Wambles, a 
former head coach at 
Kinston. The Tigers have 
averaged six wins per sea- 
son in the last three years 
and have advanced to the 
playoffs in five of the last 
six years.

In preseason action 
Big plays lift Tigers past Panthers 35-21

The Elba Tigers used

Elba failed to take 
advantage of a pass inter- 
ception by Iverson Lane 
late in the half as the Tigers 
fumbled away a scoring 
opportunity at the 
Wicksburg 8-yardline.
